The inventions listed as Groups I to VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT 
Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Specifically, there is no corresponding 
special technical feature. Bone cement has been know to the art for many years. Furthermore, it has been known to hydraulically inject 
bone cement in to bone; see WO 2004080357. For this reason, the claimed Groups do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 and Rule 13.2.
